The- purchase of a new reproducing machine in the office, as a memorial to 
John L. MacEwan, Jr. was made possible by the generous outpouring of our members 
gifts. A total of $125.00 was raised for this purpose, of which only $10.00 
came from a non-member. What a joy this has been, and what a difference for 


those who have handled our office detail. 


Our Vestry functioned well, and again the -wisdom of having an Auxiliary 
Vestry was proven, as we lost Hepburn Laedlein by death, and Charles Jones by. 
moving. In both these cases, we had experienced personnel to move into their | 
places. Currently, we have only one member Carla Lee, on the Auxiliary Vestry 
for 1978. We hope to fill the other three cpenings before too long. 

The establishing of the Worship Committee was a forward step, and provides 
the Rector with a group who may be used by him as a sounding board for reaction 
to ideas, and also suggest items to strengthen and broaden our corporate worship, 

The re-establishing of the Annual Bazaar and Dinner produced really magnificent 
results. As an income producer, it was tops, and surely this was an all Parish 
affair where each one of us was able to couinsbute his or her part, and enjoy the 
fellowship that comes from such a family effort. |

ACCOUNTING WARDEN'S REPORT 


For the year 1977 our receipts show a net gain of $191.45 over the ~~ 
disbursements. However we were forced to use more than Fifty Six Hundred 
dollars ($5,600.00) of our reserves. Of this $3,500.00 was taken from the 
Rectory Fund, $344.00 from sale of stock, $1,125.00 not transferred to the 
Memorial Fund and $650.00 in Bequests, 


Our attendance was down about 500. Our pledges dropped about $700.00 


from last year. 


Some bright spots in 1977 were the Bazaar, which raised about $850.00, 
Activities of the Church Women, the Social Club and Youth Group who all 
contributed to the funds of the Church. 


The outlook for 1978 is for adeficit of approximately $15,000.00, when 
we ignore the income derived from our Rectory Fund. This also recognizes 
payment for a delivery of fuel ‘oil made in January 1978 which had been 
included in our 1977 Budget for December. So 1977 showed a better Dore 
than anticipated but it will reflect in our 1978 figures.

They should give a 
cursory | examination of the Church to see that there is sufficient heat or 
E E When the choir and the ‘clergyman have entered the church for the ` 
procession, the ushers should prevent any late comers from entering until the - 


Choir has taken its seats. 


À check is made to see that the back door leading to the front of the 
Church is locked to prevent any vandalism of the choir dressing room. During 
the service at least one usher.should stay in the vestibule and then during the 
Service en: eye should be kept on the congregation to see if any assistance is 
required, such as ud aid, etc. .. 

It is most important that thesushers keep the vestibule quiet so as not to 
disturb the service. At the appropriate time the offering must be gathered and 
presented at the Altar. A head count shall be made and recorded on the report 
provided. 

At all times the ushers should be aware of any extra duties that the Rector 
wishes them to perform. At the conclusion of the service, the ushers shall see 
that all windows are securely fastened. 

Every three months, the chairman prepares a schedule for ushers for the 
ensuing services. This is distributed to all ushers with a hope that they will 
mark their assignments on their personal calenders. In the event that an usher 
is unable to take an assignment, please arrange for a substitute. 

We have been most fortunate that our Ushers have done such an efficient job
